2011 ARRL Simulated Emergency Test (SET) 


Mark your calendars: The ARRL Simulated Emergency Test (SET) is set for October 31, 2011 Halloween 
Evening. This nationwide exercise is the chance to test your emergency operating skills and the readiness 
of your communications equipment and accessories in an emergency-like deployment. ARRL Field 
Organization Lead at the Section and Johnson County-- along with many other volunteers who are active in 
public service and emergency communications -- are developing emergency-like scenarios in consultation 
with a variety of agencies for which radio amateurs are known to provide service during emergencies. 


We used the evening of Halloween last year as out test of our emergency capabilities working with the 
Johnson County EMA and the Johnson County Sheriff’s Department. The net will be from 6:00 PM to 
sometimes as late as 10:30 PM. Those participating will mostly be mobile and relaying traffic to the net 
control station located at the Johnson County EOC. All radio traffic will be monitored and pertinent 
information will be relayed to the Johnson County Sherriff’s office. The stations that are mobile will be 
known to the Sherriff’s Department and will be conducting official business and reports of suspicious 
activity in various locations throughout the county. 


ARES/RACES members and radio amateurs have assisted the Johnson County Sherriff’s Department for 
many years by being another SET of eyes on many miles of roads that are in Johnson County. 


Please consider helping with this test of our communication system and passing traffic. A report of out 
SET will be sent to ARRL Headquarters. 


The ARRL Simulated Emergency Test is an ideal opportunity to demonstrate the capabilities of Amateur 
Radio and to improve them when necessary by experimentation. Community and public service agency 
officials will learn first-hand by taking a role in the SET and by providing an objective evaluation 
afterwards from their perspective.

ARRL Briefs White House Staff on Amateur Radio's Capabilities During Emergencies 


On September 12, at the invitation of White House Cyber security 
Coordinator Howard A. Schmidt, W7HAS, the ARRL briefed several 
members of the National Security Staff on the capabilities of the Amateur 
Radio Service to communicate in emergencies. "The White House is 
looking for ways that the great work of Amateur Radio operators can 
continue to support emergencies in the future with particular attention to 
increased use and dependency on Internet-based technologies," Schmidt 
said. The ARRL presentation, conducted by Emergency Preparedness 
Manager Mike Corey, WS5MPC -- along with President Kay Craigie, 
N3KN, and Chief Executive Officer David Sumner, K1ZZ -- focused on 
Amateur Radio's current and evolving capabilities to provide Internet 
messaging connectivity.
